Reliable information states that, ou 
the morning of the Mth inst., at eight 
lock, four companies of militia, com- 
manded by Gray, Williams, Ko ine and 
Matthews, the latter*! company com- 
posed of negroes, entered Lewisburg, 
Conw ay county, yelling and shooting 111 
every direction. They inarched to the 
store or lirudeu A Casey, fired through 
the door and sel fire lo the building, 
pouring coal oil On the floor. Howard A 
Wells' store was also burned, Lagan's 
store lieing sav ed by great exertion. 

Inning the lire "Casey, of lirudeu A 
< a-ey. was shot dovvu by the militia, 
and his pockets and trunk rifled, the 
body liL-iug afterwards thrown into the 
tlamo. All this time the militia were 
engaged plundering. The town is still 
occupied by the militia, who shout, 
shoot and curse through the streets. No 
MM fa allow ed to go out without a pass. 

A few days before the raid the citizens 
had niaanleod a company to keep the 
p ace. Il w as sworn in by the sheriff, 
who notified the authorities of his ac- 
tion, and assured them he could execute 
the law w ithout military interference.
